Joseph's Hospitals of Victoria 
were. among 3,253 hospitals in 
the United States and Canada 
approved by the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, according to 
an announcement from Dr. Irvin 
Abell of Louisviiie,- chairman of 
the board of regents.

So his’ propagandists and radio announcers 
evidently have had their instructions to 
throw their heaviest candle-power illumina- 
tion on the aura of invincibility with which 
earlier victories In Africa had seemed to 
surround the so-called desert fox..

But the latest detailed account 
of the defences and the less-cocky tone 
noted in the new publicity technique mark 
an important psychological change on the 
official German home front.

T MUST BE PATENT TO EVEN THE 
least imaginative by this time that the war 
has had a pronounced effect on the economy 
of the Dominion. Industrial production has 
increased materially and, in many instances, 
it is more than sufficient for domestic con- 
_ Sumption. Since the output of purely war 
materials is beginning to slow down, it has 
become essential to consider means of keep- 
ing our industrial structure operating in 
order to maintain the fullest possible meas- 
ure of employment. 

Foreign markets are one feasible solution 

“t6 this problem. “ Canadian businessmen, ‘as 
well as government officials, are canvassing 
the situation in order to determine the mar- 
kets which might be able to absorb the 
industrial output of this country. South 
Africa, some of the Latin American coun- 
tries, and the Far East hold-considerable 
promise. The fact is recognized that, after 
the conversion from war to peace produc 
tion has taken place in Great Britain as well 
as in the United States, competition in for- 
eign markets will be. keen. Nevertheless, 
Canadian businessmen fee! that, due to Can- 
ada’s abundance of raw materials and rela- 
tively low cost of production, she will be in 
a strong competitive position. In this re- 
Spéct, the fact should not be overlooked that 
wages and prices in the United States, as 
well as in Great Britain, have increased 
much faster than in the Dominion. 

An additional -factor which may help 
Canada to find an outlet for her industrial 
production is the fact that her merchant 
marine will be greater in the postwar period 

_than it was before the war. Of course, 
foreign trade can be carried on successfully 
only. if an exporting nation also imports con- 
siderable quantities of commodities. The 
Canadian authorities are fully aware of this 
truth and it may be expected that the tariff 
policies, which will be adopted in the post- 
war period, will be favorable to the develop- 
ment of foreign trade. 

Basically, the volume of foreign trade de- 
pends to a considerable extent upon economic 
conditions prevailing throughout the world.

All together 
you form a great oppressed peqnle on the very soll 
of Germany, a people 6f 10,000,000 deportees! Tr is 
up to you to bring them into action against the 
oppressor.

So often it 
is late seeding in open ground 
that brings disappointment in the 
drying season, for onions are no- | 
toriously slow in maturing. 
There's a bit of work connected 
with this venture.-You.can’t just 
toss the seeds in the boxes and | 
forget them. First, get out your 
seed flats and clean them thor- 
oughly. Then arrange a half-inch 
layer of roughage for draining in 
the bottom of each box. Now, 
mix your compost, using “a-well- 
sifted mixture of four parts gar- 
den loam, one part leaf mould 
and one part sand. Add one-half 
cup of weathered soot to a pailful 
of compost if you have it. All 
these ingredients must be moist 
s~ that when you squeeze the 
compost in your hand and open 
your fingers it separates slowly. 
USE BOILING WATER 
Fill up your seed flats with this 
compost to within half an inch of 
the top (the ideal depth for fats 
is 2% to 3 inchs. Level the sur- 
face with a piece of flat board 
ai¢ then sprinkle. the .mixture 
thoroughly with a watering can 
full of boiling water. When the; 
compost cools and dries out a bit, |

OTTAWA (CP)—Army teams 
and army personnel—like R.C. 
A.F. then—are out of Allan and| 
Memorial Cup competition. this 
year, it was announced here to 
day in a statement from the 
office of Defence Minister Rals- 
ton. 

“The Canadian army has al 
ways regarded hockey as a great 
sport—but now we must carry 
the puck to Berlin,” said an offi- 
cial spokesman quoted in the 
minister’s statement. 

“We see no reason to change 
our attitude in this matter now. 
The first task of the Canadian 
army is the defeat of the enemy. 

“Participation in hockey or 
any other sport cannot be al 
lowed to delay the complete and 
earliest training of every soldier 
for dispatch-overseas. 

“F.r this reason, like the air 
force, the army cannot approve 
participation by army teams or 
personnel in the Allan Cup or 
Memorial Cup competitions.” 
-The army statement of policy 
came two days after an R.C.A.F. 
statement reiterating a December 
ruling that airmen were banned 
from the classic junior and senior | 
cup competition.
